With additional indictments expect- 
ed today or Tuesday, the March grand 
jury this afternoon will swing into 
the second week of its continued inves- 
tigation into alleged graft and cor- 
ruption in the affairs of the municipal 
sovernment. While one arm of the 


prosecuting staff prepares for trials 
to begin next wec':, the other delves 


deeper into the purported maze of 
intrigue which has been voverning the 
affairs of Atlanta for the last several 
years. 

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
who went to Florida last week after 
four months of night and day direc- 
tion of the graft probe, is expected to 
return to Atlanta Thursday or Friday 
of this week to give his final approval 
to plans for the prosecution of Coun- 
cilman Harry York, the sixth ward, 
Jack White, his business associate, aud 
City Purchasing Agent W. P. Price, 
the first of 20 persons already indicted 
who are to face a jury in Judge John 
DD.

The additional indictments expetted 

today will include only ne new per- 
son, it was said Sunday, If any true 
bills are returned at all. The other 
charges, if filed by the grand jury, 
are expected to be against persons al- 
ready under bond on previously re- 
turned indictments.

ADMIRAL BYRD 
WILL LAND TODAY 


Four Members of Expe- 
dition Already Back in 
Civilization. 


DUNEDIN, New Zealand, March 
10—(Monday)—(UN)—Rear Admi- 
ral Richard E. Byrd came within sight 
of land and civilization today, more 
than a year and a half after sailing 
from New York to explore the Antarc- 
tic and fly across the south pole. 

His flagship, the bark City of New 
York, was sighted at 10:30 a. m., and 
prepared to move up the harbor of 
Dunedin, where a great welcome 
awaited him. 

A bright sun shone from a cloud- 
less sky, and throngs gathered at the 
docks to catch a first glimpse of the 
Americans who had been so-long “at 
the bottom of the world.’’ 

Cabinet ministers, members of the 
harbor board, naval officers and the 
mayor of Dunedin waited to welcome 
Byrd. hey had arranged a civic re- 
ception for him this evening. To- 
morrow the rear admiral will be the 
guest of the harbor board and the 
chamber of commerce. 

Four members of the party landed 
today, 

They were Captain Ashley McKin- 
ley, aerial photographer who flew with 
Byrd to the south pole; Joseph Ruc- 
kej, Paramount cameraman: Arthur 
Walden, noted dog driver, and Rus- 
sell Owen, New York newspaperman. 

They served as an advance guard to 

Byrd and others of the expedition, 
who are expected to arrive tomorrow 
aboard the City of New York and 
Eleanor Bolling to the acclaim of 
thousands. 
_ The four were landed at Stewart 
island Saturday by the whaling ves- 
sel C. A. Larson, to which they and 
_three others—Paul Siple, a Boy 
Scout; Martine Ronne and John Bay- 
.er—had been transferred from the 
| Byrd flagship, City of New York. 
Stewart island is about 100 miles 
south of here and is the base of whal- 
ing fleets.

Long Struggle With 


Constantly Changing 


Majorities.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—(/)— 
Faced by an ever-changing majority, 
'the senate will resume work on the 
| tariff bill this week with virtually all 


‘the important industrial rates hang- 
ing in the balance, * 

The old coalition of democrats and 
republican independents, which won 
almost every important contest in the 
last six months of debate only to 
run up against a new majority last 
week on sugar and cement, will be 
found maneuvering to regain’ these 
losses and to prévent further inroads 
on the bill they have rewritten. 

The revived republican old guard 
devoted the week-end to a drive to 
retain the sugar increase and the duty 
on cement, now a free list commodi- 
ty, both of which are to be put to a 
further vote on demand of the old 
coalition. 

In addition, the new combination 
again will seek to place tariffs on 
oil and lumber, which the democrats 
and western republicans turned back 
recently, and to restore existing levies 
on window and plate glass, pig iron, 
aluminum, hollow drill steel and other 
rates which the coalition slashed at 
the height of its strength. 

| Clash Expected. 

The first. meeting day is expected 
to see another clash over sugar. 
Senator Nye, republican independent, 
North Dakota, is ready to bring up 
his m@tion to reconsider the 47 to 39 
vote by which Cuban raw sugar was 
given a rate of 2 cents a pound as 
compared . with. 1,76. now. in 


enough votes to gain reconsideration, 
but whether the ballot will be upset 
and the present rate restored remains 
to be seen, | 

Nye, who voted for the sugar in- 
crease, demanded another vote after 
the senate upset another previous de- 
cision and placed cement on the duti- 
able list at 6 cents per 100 pounds. 
He is not convinced that the sugar 
vote was entirely free from a “trad- 
ing agreement,” and he believes an- 
other ballot will determine whether 
an understanding actually exists. Nye 


Object of Attack. 

The tariff bill was the object of an 
attack today by Senator Connally, 
democrat, Texas, who asserted it had 
become “increasingly clear that the 
bill will go to conference as a Mellon- 
Grundy measure.” 

He assailed “attempts to saddle the 
administration’s burden of unemploy- 
ment on the so-called delay in the 
passage of the tariff,” asserting they 
presented a “sorry spectacle in which 
Secretary of Labor Davis appears as 
the leading figure.” ~~ 

“His contradictory statements,” 
Connally said, “have been debunked 
by virtually every American  news- 
paper regardless of politics and 
branded as a cheap attempt at eva- 
sion.” 
| “Originated under the pretext of 
_aiding the farmer,” he continued, ‘‘the 
| present tariff bill bids fair to be con- 
verted into an engine of further op- 
pression of the consuming public. It 
is a safe prediction that congress will 
pass the bill agreed upon in confer- 
, ence, as it always has done, and that 
the president will sign it.”

Heavy Spending Absorbs 


Turn Anxious Eyes To. 
Income Returns.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—(4#)— 
With a dwindling surplus in govern- 
ment revenue indicated for the end of 
the present fiscal year, treasury offi- 
cials are watching closely the first 
quarter’s tax on 1929 measures to de- 
termine whether receipts in President 
Hoover's first full fiscal year will be 
adversely affected by the stock mar- 
ket collapse last fall. 

The surplus of $225,000,000 indi- 
cated when the executive submitted 
his first budget to congress last De- 


cember already has been reduced. If 
congress grants the president’s request 
made Saturday for $100,000,000 addi- 
tional for the farm board, the sur- 
plus will be further reduced to $45,- 


000,000 
Small Margin. |. 

This margin between a deficit and 
a surplus is so small that even with 
income tax payments as great as re- 
ceived last year it would be wiped 
out, and the larger receipts expected 
before the collapse would be required 
to balance the budget. 

The indicated surplus of $225,000,- 
000 first was reduced $80,000,000 by 
the 1 per cent tax reduction granted 
in normal tax on 1929 incomes by 
congress. The total cut was $160,- 
000,000, but half of it will be in the 
1931 fiscal year. 

The tax as on 1929 incomes must 
reach the government by next Satur- 
day midnight and for the remainder 
bof-the-month “they -will pour. into, the 
treasury at the rate of more than 
$50,000,000 a day. 

The threat of the Wall Street crash 
to reduce income tax payments is | 
regarded as real by fiscal officials. 
Investors, who had been counted upon 
to pay a larger tax this year than last 
when they set a record, lost heavily 
in the violent fluctuations of the mar- 
ket last fall. 

Result In Doubt. | 

Until March 15 payments are tab-. 
ulated, however, it will not be known | 
whether the payments will exceed 
those of last year. 

If the payments are only as large 
as last year a deficit seems almost 
certain. While individual taxes are | 
expected to decline, officials hope that | 
the prosperous business of 1929 will | 
swell corporation payments and pro- | 
vide enough revenue to produce a sub- 
stantial surplus. 

Last year the March payments 
amounted to $601,000,000, while the 
June payments totaled $458,000,000, | 
bringing the tetal for the fiscal year | 
to $2,330,711,822. Already this fis- | 
cal year, which started last July 1, | 
the income tax payments up to March 
4 amounted to $1,257,662,599. an in- 
crease of $168,000,000 over the same 
| period last year, but the payments 
‘thus far have been on 1928 incomes. 
| If the March and June payments 
| only equal last year’s the total for the 
12 months will amount to $2,316,000,- 
000 or $164,000,000 less than the $2,- 
480,000,000 that the treasury estimat- 
ed it would receive from that source. 
If this drop in the collections should 
materialize, it would, together with 
the loss of $80,000,000 through the

“Tweed Never More Dia- 
bolical Than What At- 
lanta Faces,” Pastor Says 


“Boss Tweed, of Tammany Hall | 
fame, in the heyda yg his graft form 
of theft, was never more diabolical 
in principle than what we are faced 
with in Atlanta today,” Dr. Len G. 
Broughton, pastor of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church, charged in his Sun- 
day night sermon which dealt with the 
revelations of the Fulten county 
grand jury and brought from the min- 
ister a suggestion that the present 
form of government needs changing. 

“We will never even check this 
graft business,” Dr. Broughton de- 
clared, “until we at least reduce the 
number of councilmen. to one-half; 
that is, one from each ward, and have 
them nominated and elected by the 
city at large. The school board 
should be eatirely divorced from the 
city council and elected in the same 
way that we should elect councilmen 
and aldermen. 

“Atlanta,” the Tabernacle pastor 
continued, “has got to get rid of .he 
ward politician as a lawmaker and 
manager of her business affairs.

It was Taft’s own wish that he be 
buried in Arlington cemetery, on the 
rolling grassy slopes overlooking the 
city where he served the nation as 
president and chief justice, the only 
man ever to enjoy this joint honor. 

Members of the family announced 
tonight after an hour’s conference 
with Colonel Campbell Hodges, mili- 
tary aide to the president, that the 
former president’s body would lie in 
state for a few hours Tuesday morn- 
ing before the funeral at All Souls 
Unitarian church here in the after- 
noon. interment at Arlington will 
follow. 


Taft will share the rare honor of 
lying in state at the capitol with a 
few other presidents and the unknewn 
soldier. But he is the only president 
to die after he left office who has 
been so honored. 

The late President Harding was 
the last to lie in state in the capacious 
room under the great dome, the walla 
of which are hung with canvases of 
the famous scenes in the country’s 
history. There Harding received the 
homage of thousands of citizens who 
passed in a continual line» before bis 
casket all of a humid, sweltering Au- 
gust day in’ 1923. 

Abraham Lincoln and James A. 
Garfield, two other presidents who 
died in office—both at the hands of 
an assassin—were accorded the honor 
that will be paid Taft. 

As usual on these rare occasions, 
the great doors of the capitol will be 
thrown open to the public after the 
family, members of the supreme court, 
and close friends have passed through 
the rotunda. 

The dead ex-president will be buried: 
on a wind-blown slope in Arlington, 
where lie notable military heroes, in- 
cluding General Nelson A. Miles, who 
was buried there a few years ago. 
The grave of William Jennings Bryan 
also is there. 

Robert A. and Charles P. Taft, sons 
of the departed former president and 
chief justice, selected the burial plot 
this afternoon. It is on a _ hillside 
across the Potomac river from Wash- 
ington, near the tomb of Robert Lin- 
coln and half a mile northeast of the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. A 
memorial visible from the Washing- 
ton bank of the Broad river will be 
erected. 

Interment will be Tuesday after 
the funeral from All Souls’ Unitarian 
church, the place of worship of Mr. 
Taft and the Taft family during his 
official life in Washington. Presi- 
dent Hoover, Chief Justice Holmes, 
and the supreme court will attend. 

Beautiful Spot. 

The Taft place of interment is 
one of the most beautiful in the great 
cemetery. A new memorial bridge 
over the Potomac is under construc- 
tion and when completed it will lead 
almost directly to the tomb. The 
plot lies on a gentle slope about 50 
feet from the huge oblong tomb of 
Robert Todd Lincoln, son of the fa- 
mous Civil War president. Visible 
from Washington the memorial will 
be in such a location that from the 
spot a sweeping view may Ode had

Mr. Taft, in his last resting place, 
will oceupy a spot overlooking the 
scenes of his triumphs, disappoint- 
ments and defeats in the political field 
and his final elevation to the chief 
justiceship.

SUCCUMBS AT MACON 


Dietician at Wesleyan for 23 
Years Dies After Several 
Weeks’ Illness. 


MACON, Ga., March 9.—(/)—Mrs. 
Harriet Hudgings, dietician at Wesley- 
an college in this city for 23 years, 
died at 5 o'clock this afternoon after 
an illness of several weeks. She was 
born in Salem, Va., and was the 
widow of Dr. John Hudgings. Upon 
the latter’s death she became dieti- 
cian at Brenau college and came from 
there to Wesleyan, when Dr. W. N. 
Ainsworth, now bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, in the 
Orient, was president of the local col- 


e, 

When Greater Wesleyan was com- 
pleted Mrs. Hudgings planned the 
equipment and had charge of the in- 
stallation, but shortly after she asked 
to return to the old college building 
and continue her work: at the con- 
servatory, which occupies the old 
Wesleyan site. The request was 
granted and it was there that she died 
this afternoon. 

Mrs. Hudgings entered into the spir- 
it of college life, according to stu- 
dents and members of the faculty, 
and at holiday periods she arranged 
many of the successful parties -that 
were given. 

Bishop Ainsworth said of her once 
that “Mrs. Hudgings made the Wesley- 
an dining room famous throughout 
the south.” 

Asked one time how she got along 
so well, with negro servants at the 
college, she said: “I regard negroes 
as human beings and treat them as 
such.” 

She is survived by three children: 
Mrs. Elizabeth Simpson, of Macon; 
Mrs, George Duval, of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Grace Coile, of Roanoke, Va.; 
two granddaughters, Harriett Simp- 
son, a student at Brenau college, and 
Carolyn Simpson, who is younger. 

Before her marriage to Dr. John 
Hudgings, she was Miss Hariett 
Clark, born near Salem, Va. She re- 
sided in Knoxville, Tenn., until the 
death of her husband and then served 
as dietician in colleges in Missouri, 
and at Brenau and Riverside Military 
academy in Georgia before coming to 
Wesleyan. 

One of her sisters was the wife of 
Bishop E. E. Hoss, a noted bishop of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south. 
A brother, Richard Clark, lives in 
Dallas, Texas, and a sister, Mrs. Ed- 
ward Jones, is believed to be in Mis- 
souri. 

The funeral will be held from the 
grand parlor of the Conservatory 
building, the hour to be announced 
later after relatives have been heard 
rom.

U. S. OFFICIAL STUDIES 
PEANUT SITUATION 


ATHENS, Ga., March Q&—E. B. 
Ballow, field representative of the fed- 
eral farm board, has been here at the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 
for the past week studying, investi- 
gating, and discussing the peanut sit- 
uation, especially as pertaining to the 
the marketing end of the business. 

At the present time, Georgia is the 
leading state in the production of pea- 
nuts, the annual cash value of this 
crop being approximately $40,000,000. 
The center of the industry is in the 
southwestern section of the state. 

This survey, made by the federal 
farm board, is, more or less, to see 
what kind of organization is needed 
for the adequate marketing of the 
commodity. According to Dr. Andrew 
M. Soule, president of the agricultural 
college, it must be a grower-owned 
co-operative and not operated, for 
profit. 

The headquarters of the proposed co- 
operative is to be at Moultrie, where 
there is to be held a meeting at an 
early date to perfect the organization. 
This movement is being sponsored by 
civic organizations, railroad agricul- 
tural agents, and the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture.

THE HARASSED REPUBLICANS. 


The spontaneity with which the 
democrats in congress and through- 
out the country are springing to the 
attack is strikingly indicative of the 
extent to which the republicans are 
losing control of congress, and the 
confidence of the public as a re- 
sult of the lack of achievement dur- 
ing the first year of the Hoover ad- 
ministration.

White House is either lacking in cour- 
age or capacity to lead and the con-

versally ignored efforts to indict in- 
dividual purchasers of liquor. 

Vitally involved in the contro- 
versy, which only the supreme 
court can settle, is the correspond- 
ence of the Volstead enforcement 
act with the amendment it is de- 
signed to enforce. A federal deci- 
sion of long standing is to the effect 
that— 


“A penal act of congress cannot be 
sustained as a: exercise of power to 
enact ‘appropriate legislation’ for its 
enforcement, where the act is broad- 
er in its terms than the constitutional 
provision.”—(121 Fed., 250). 

If that is a fundamentally correct 
ruling it covers the case of a pur- 
chaser of liquor with protection, be- 
cause the i8th amendment says 
nothing that prohibits the purchas- 
ing of liquor. The final decision by 
the supreme court will interest the 
whole people, both the wets and 
the drys. 


COTTON AND CATTLE. 


A recent bulletin of the federal 
department of agriculture calls at- 
tention to the fact that beef cattle 
and cotton make the best possible 
combination for the progressive 
southern farmer. 

The department cites that beef 
cattle are unusually well adapted 
for using the by-products of cotton 
and that by growing such legumes 
as Cow peas, soy beans, velvet beans, 
clover and peanuts, the farmer may 
not only keep his soil fertile but 
at the same time produce an abun- 
dant amount of food for his beef 
cattle. 

The southern farmer could easily 
pay all the expenses of his farm by 
Such a program, with the result 
that when fall comes and he was 
ready to market his cotton, what he 
got for it would represent his profit 
for his year’s labors, and not, as is 
'so generally the case now, the dif- 
ference between prosperity and 
near-Starvation for himself and his 
family. 

There are very few farmers in 
the south who plant even a medium 
size farm who has not sufficient 
acreage in abandoned fields, wood- 
lands or other unimproved land, to 
care for a herd of beef cattle large 
enough to give his a balanced out- 
put. 

According to the department’s 
experts our land is excellent for the 
raising of beef cattle with the mini- 
mum of care. Attention is also 
called to the fact that the finest type 
of cattle can‘be raised in the south, 
as evidenced by prizes won by 
southern breeders in competition 
with breeders from the other sec- 
tions of the country. 

The farmers of no other part of 
the country are blessed as to soil 
and climate as are ours, but until 
they learn the lesson of diversifica- 
tion. they will never reap fully of 
the opportunity that is theirs.

The normal progress of temperance 
education was responsible in Germany 
for the declin’ of the sale of schnapps 
—the German nickname for brandy— 
by one-half last month compared to 
the tame month last year. This fact 
made one deputy in the reichstag ask 
pointedly: “What is the use of prohi- 
bition?” when communist an dsocial- 
ist urge@ the introduction of a meas- 
ure similar to our Volstead act. This 
phenomenal! decline in the sale of hard 
liquor in the reich, when coupled with 
an announcement of the police statis- 
tics for 1929 in the city of Paris, ac- 
cording to which the total number of 
people arrested for drunkenness on 
the publie streets amounted to 271 on 
a population of three and a half mil- 
lioh, are facts that ought to be taken 
into consideration by the furious advo- 
cates of “the noble experiment” in 
the United States. In Finland, a 
country of high civilization, where 
they have prohibition, the governor of 
the province of ‘Nyland, in which Hel- 
singfors is located, declared that the 
dry regime of the la.t ten years has 
proven to be a national disaster. II- 
licit trading is on the increase, with 
the usual accompaniment of corrup- 
tion and bribery. Young people who 


never would Lave thought of taking a 
drink now do so out of bravada, etc., 
etc. “We were solemnly promised by 
the dry advocates that prohibition 
would reduce crime. But the very op- 
posite has taken place. The jails are 
full to overflowing, we have to build 
a new one.

UNDULANT FEVER AND RAW 
MILK. 


In and about Dayton, Ohio, 63 
cases of undulant fever have occurred 
in 1929, and in every case where 
the probable source of infection was 
evident the patient had been a con- 
sumer of raw milk or of unpasteurized 
dairy products. This by no means 
condemns raw milk. Certainly it 
would not make me hesitate to con- 
sume raw, unpasteurized milk if I 
lived in Dayton and could get good 
raw milk. If 63 persons in and 
around Dayton were able to have un- 
pasteurized milk or other dairy prod- 


ucts in 1928 it is quite probable that 
at least a hundred times as many per- 
sons there were consumers of raw 
milk and unpasteurized butter, cream 
and cheese, too, so you see the fact 
that 63 individuals had undulant fever 
is not of much significance. It would 
be quite as logical to conclude that, 
since all of the 63 victims of un- 
dulant fever had admitted that they 
had been consumers of toothpaste or 
every one should stop 


shoes. 

The sudden recognition of undulant 
fever (also known as Malta fever, 
Mediterranean fever, Gibraltar fever, 
dust fever) in widely scattered places 


/in the United States in the past year 
| does not mean that ft is a new disease 


here. i1t simply means that doctors 
have only lately learned to diagnose 
it. It has been confused and still is 
confused with typhoid fever, malaria, 
influenza and tuberculosis. Even now 
there is no dependable scientific diag- 
nostic test for this disease, compara- 
ble with the Widal test for typhoid, 
or the finding of the parasites in the 
The spe 
cific causative germ of undulant fever 
is known, and the bacteriologists are 


able to isolate it (Brucella abortus) 
|from the blood of the 
| nany 


patient in 
cases, but it seems there are 
some very similar germs that are 
sometimes present and though not of 
serious significance they complicate 
the test. 

The illness, in man. is called undu- 
lant fever because of its churacteristic 
course, especially periods of days with 
little or no fever, then another run of 
fever and this goes on three months 
in most cases, or for a year or more 
in others. Chills and sweats are 
common in the earlier stages of the 
fever, and this probably suggests “in- 

uenza” or “malaria” or “tubercu- 
losis.” In seven of the Dayton cases 


_the principal complaint in the be 
ginning was joint pains, which led to 


the suspicion of acute infectious ar- 
thritis (rheumatic fever, inflammatory 
In cattle the infection 
(Brucella abortus) causes what is 
known as contagious abortion, and 
there is some evidence that it may be 
the cause of repeated abortion in cer- 
tain instances in man. 

In more than a third of the Dayton 
cases the correct diagnosis was made 
by physicians from the clinica] mani- 
festations of the illness before con- 
firmation by bacteriological tests.

Yes, We're a Backward State. 


Very recently when old Joe Grundy, 
the Pennsylvania tariff vulture, clas- 
sified Georgia among the “backward 
states” economically, we just natu- 
rally riz up on our ‘hind legs, hung 
our religion on the fence temporarily 
— cussed him from forelock to fet- 
ock. 


_ But when the census bureau pub- 
lishes to the universe that Georgia 
stands 43 from the top of the roll of 
48 states in total percentage of illit- 
eracy and fortieth from the top in 
percentage of native white illiterates, 
our cussin’ mechanism: jams and we 
stand back mute and ashamed. 


When charged with the inhumanity 
of allowing ourselves to have such 
conditions we can offer no valid de- 
fense; we simply have to plead “nolo 
contendere” and accept the verdict 
that we are one of the backward states 
in America in the matter of popular 
literacy.

Why We Should Be Ashamed. 


_ We have here in “proud old Geor- 
gia” more native white illiterates who 
cannot read and write than the total 
of all classes of illiterates in the nine 
States of Idaho, Montana, Nevada, 
Oregon, Utah, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Wyoming and Vermont. We 
have 66,796 of them and those states 
have only 63,534 of all kinds, native, 
foreign and colored. 


And we have more illiterates than 
California, Colorado, Indiana, Iowa, 
Maine, Michigan, New Hampshire and 
Montana all put together, and that 
conspicuous fact ought to make us 
very proud of ourselves. 


When Massachusetts boasts of her 
public schools “for every child,” and 
Ohio shows the best working system 
of common schools in the Union, and 
Wisconsin claims the most practical 
university in the western hemisphere, 
Georgia can reply that she comes near 
to holding the civilized world’s record 


x 


in the production of mental dumb- 
belis! . 


The Colored .Child Problem. 

No one needs to be told that our 
heavy percentage of illiteracy is due 
to the presence in our population of a 
40 per cent constituency of negroes. 
The writer has weighed that fact from 
the beginning of our common school 
system 60 years ago. That popula- 
tion has been a heavy drag upon our 
ability to support an equitable system 

use of its thriftlessness, its low 
economic earnings, its lack of tax- 
paying power and its too general 
proneness, even neéd, to put its chil- 
dren to labor instead of to learning 
the rudiments of a simple education. 

But after writing up all that the 
solemn fact remains that we white 
people have not wanted the negroes 
to become educated; because the costs 
of their school instruction falls almost 
whally upon the taxes of the white 
people and because we have harbored 
the mean notion that to educate a 
negro even in the “three R’s” will be 
to bring him into stronger competition 
with the whites of the population. 
That is plain, unvarnished truth. 


The Darkness Is Rural. 

This incubus of mental darkness 
exists most largely in the rural areas 
of the state. Of the 328,838 Georgia 
illiterates (census of 1920) the five 
cities, Atlanta, Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon ‘and Savannah, had only 380,- 
829, of which 11,031 were in Atlanta. 
The five counties in which those cities 
exist had only 42,184 all told. 

The seven cities, Albany, Athens; 
odo metic ba ager 8 se 
dosta and Waycross, with population 
from 10,000 to 25,000 had 9,465 all 
put together, and 47 cities with pop- 
ulations from 2,500 to 10,000 had a 
total of 16,071. 

Thus the 59 cities contained only 
56,365 of the 328,838 total illiterates 
of the state. 

Those very interesting facts may ac- 
count for why the state habitually gets 
the kinds of legislators who come to 
the capitol in a large and messing-up 
majority ! ag ; 


Getting Out of the Woods. 


But State Superintendent Duggan, 
whose industry in the common schools 
interest gives odds to any boss-beaver 
on a dam-building job, assures me 
that the crusade he started to wipe 
out as much of Georgia illiteracy as 
ossible before the census of this year 
is registered, in receiving extraordi- 
nary sympathy and financial aid 
throughout the state. Glory be! That 
is news of the most heartening char- 
acter. 

Secretary of the Interior Wilbur has 
invited Jere Wells, Fulton. county 
superintendent of schools, to join and 
co-operate with the national advisory 
board for the elimination of illiteracy. 
Of course Superintendent Wells will 
diligently do all he can to rid this 
county of its more than 13,000 illit- 
erates. 

Every Georgian who is_ educated 
enough to read this article should take 
a personal and patriotic interest in the 
pending campaign to chase illiteracy 
out of the record of the beloved state.

from any man by false accusation, -I 
restore him four fold.” 
Text of Sermon. 


The sermon, in part, follows: 

“We have stated in our text the 
order as well as the obligation of 
Christian honestry. Zacchaeus was & 
real robber-grafting politician. His 
chief business was obtaining rake- 
offs from men who had to do with 
the affairs of his community. From 
this source he had grown immensely 
rich. He was, however, a highly re- 
spected citizen, though a known graft- 
er. Such is generally the case. It 
seems to make little difference with 
a lot of people how one gets his 
money, so he gets it and keeps it. 
With Zacchaeus it was not so after 
he was converted to Christ. He 
then at once went to work to straight- 
en out his affairs. 


“The first thing he did was to 
give one-half of his goods to the poor, 
and the second thing was to restore 
four-fold to every man from whom 
he had gotten anything by unjust or 
clandestine methods. Generosity in 
his case preceded the restoration of 
ill-gotten gains. It is generally so. 
Christian generosity leads to Chris- 
tian honesty. | 

“The study of Zacchaeus is very 
suggestive when we attempt an hon- 
est solution of Atlanta's present civic 
problems. The fact is the ethic of 
Jesus furnishes us with the best road 
to right living that the world has 
ever known. It is not in any sense 
an out-of-date idealism of a dreamer, 
but a_ strictly up-to-date, workable 
way for the betterment of self and 
the world. 

Work of Grand Jury. 

“This brings us to what we want 
to say concerning the recent investi- 
gations and deliverances by the grand 
jury of those regarded to be of the 
Zacchaeus type before Christ touched 
their lives so. 

“Carlyle, the great historian, once 
said with reference to our American 
republic: ‘If the American republic 
ever goes down it will be because of 
the corruption of her cities.’ 

“Now if he was right in holding 
that our cities would determine the 
weal or woe of our republic, then 
as a republic we face our doom un- 
less something is done to remedy our 
situation in the cities of our coun- 
try 


“In the early days the country fur- 
nished the culture and the wealth of 
America, but with the beginning of 
our republic cities began to spring up 
almost overnight: and the close con- 
tact of our people brought about by 
city life, and the enormous amount 
of work demanded to develop the city, 
gave birth to a form of politics pe- 
culiar to such conditions of life. 
Largely, what we call political graft 
is the product of our cities. Men and 
women find it hard to stand up 
against the almost unhindered op- 
portunities for getting other people's 
money. Our forms of city govern- 
ment, generally speaking. have _ in 
them the germ of all sorts of corrup- 
tion. 

“This Carlyle, the great historian, 
saw long ago; and today we are 
realizing it right here in Atlanta, the 
hub of the great old south. It has 


taken us a good while to see it: 


but now we see it as a great ser- 
pent with its poisonous fangs fas- 
tened upon us in such.a way that it 
is hard for us to get rid of it. Un- 
questionably we are living in a day 
when it is no disgrace to be a rob- 
ber-grafter—at least with our politi- 
cal class. It is a thing so common 
im many quarters as not to create 
. “ee “Shocking.” 

“The horrible revelation made in the 
indictments of our city fathers in 
Atlanta, and heads of departments and 
other trusted employes by the grand 
jury. a week azo, is nothing short of 
shocking in the extreme. It is not for 
us to say where there is guilt. Our 
business is to call attention to -the 
horrible Dap -wigee of our moral atmos- 
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revelations that have 


brought to light to shake to the foun- 
dation the confidence of our people in 
trusted servants, including our present 
form of government. Say what we 
may about it, law, justice and hon- 
esty have had a setback from which it 
will take us a long time to recover; 
and still they say the worst is not’ 


et. 

“But some are saying, what have 
you, a minister, to do with robbers 
and grafters in the city government? 
I answer, ‘Everything.’ A minister’s 
business in no small measure is the 
creation and maintenance of a healthy 
atmosphere in which to grow men and 
women for the future. In doing this 
the minister.who is faithful to his 
ministry must take a hand in every- 
thing that has to do with strength 
and character. Politics goes a long 
way in the creation of a proper at- 
mosphere in which to grow character. 
That is why I am interested in poli- 
tics, and it is why I am interested in 
this particular situation. I stand as 
a champion of our boys and girls, and 
I challenge the right of any politician 
to so maneuver his office as to fix 
upon our people that which will de- 
grade the moral, reliigous and social 
atmosphere. 

“What do these 
criticisms reveal? 

Getting of Contracts. 

“If they reveal anything at all they 
reveal the fact that it is almost, if 
not altogether, impossible in certain 
departments of government to get a 
contract for a piece of work without 
the contractor handing back to the 
official a personal rake-off. Some say 
there is no law against such conduct. 
I am not a lawyer, but I do not believe 
one whit of it. If Georgia has been 
asleep to this extent all these years, 
then she deserves the highest form 
of criticism. The fact is, ‘there is 
abundant law to cover such conduct. 
We call such rake-offs ‘graft,’ but it 
is nothing short of robbery. It is on 
a par with the high-jackers that in- 
fest our highways. 

‘There are three words intended to 
convey different meanings, when as 
a matter of fact they mean to cover 
the same infamous deeds. They are 
graft, embezzlement, and robbery. If 
a highwayman holds up another and 
takes what he has, we call it robbery; 
if a banker takes the bank’s money 
for himself, we call it embezzlement: 
if a politician so maneuvers his office 
as to get money for himself that be- 
longs to the public, we call it graft. 
But never mind what we call it, it is

-in every instance taking that which 


belongs to someone else, and is, there- 
fore, simple stealing. Mind you, I 
am not fixing guilt. That is for the 
court; what I am doing is for the 
purpose of putting a stop to what 
has already been revealed in so far 
as - influence of my pulpit may 
reach. 


“What a terrible example for the 
youth of our community we present 
today in the government of Atlanta. 
There is hardly a schoolboy that is 
not talking it. The example in itself 
is death-dealing to that which is 
highest and best for the future, to 
say nothing of the actual crime in- 
volved. And think of it! Atlanta, 
it is said, has become the hotbed for 
this form of old Tammany Hall po- 
litical filth! And I say to you that 
honest people are tired of being con- 
trolled by that kind of backyard poli- 
tics. Boss Tweed, of Tammany Hall 
fame, in the heyday of his -graft 
form of theft, was never more dia- 
bolical in principle than what we are 
faced with in Atlanta today. The 
graft business in the city council is 
not all of it. Let the probe go on 
and go deeper: let the whole of our 
government be gone into, and no doubt 
there will be much more to follow.

J. F. Sartori, Los Angeles banker, 


is inclined believe that the read- 
justments following the stock market 
drop were so drastic that the worst is 
over, and that a return to a favors 
able situation will be more rapid than 
was at first expected. 


“The most prevalent spirit existing 
in the various lines of business here 
is one of caution,” said this Iowa- 
born California banker. “It ig a spirit 
not so much of anticipation of a fur- 
poe off but rather of a feel- 
ing of inability to plan for the future. 
As it becomes clearer that the public’s 
reaction to the situation is not going 
to be nearly as drastic as was antici- 
pated and as, in fact, the public itself 
rapidly adjusts its frame of mind to 
the. presert, I believe this spirit of 
caution will fade and renewed activi- 
ty will begin.” 

The Hoover pronouncement last 
week, expecting a strong business rise 
within sixty days, should help, espe- 
cially the psychological factor which, 
as this Los Angeles banker says, “to 
a large extent is governing the exist- 
ing situation. A rapid restoration of 
confidence will mean a rapid improve- 
ment in business. If the spirit of cau- 
tion lingers, business will take long- 
er to improve.” 


Chicago, “the terrible example.” is 
not so bad financially, even if it is 
the world’s most maligned city. 

Financially, the Illinois metropolis 
is .mbarrassed but not bankrupt. 
There’s a vast difference. When its 
reassessment dragged on twice as long 
as the time estimated, the city was 
hog-tied and forced to issue so-called 
ax anticipation warrants for pay 
day. 


Chicago found itself in the position 
of any sound business which at the 
moment is not able to collect its just 
debts. For two years now not a dol- 
lar has been paid into the treasury of 
Cook county or the city. So tax-an- 
ticipation warrants allow the city to 
function until the reassessment is com- 
pleted- and the 1928 and 1929 taxes 


are collected. 

Chicago, equ Cook county, 
has about $300,000, in bonded in- 
debtedness. What has it got to se- 
cure this debt? More than $10,000.- 
000,000 in real estate valuation. Chi- 
cago owes 3 per cent of what: her 
visible realty assets are worth. Is 
that terrible? Hardly. 


Put it another way! Chicago has 
a funded debt of $95 per capita, as 
against $245 per capita for New 
York, and $201 per capita for Phila- 
delphia. Her per capita debt is less 
than is found in Buffalo, Newark 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Pittsburgh; De- 
troit and a score of other prosperous 
American cities. 


Recently the Detroit bureau of gov- 
ernment research made a study of 
the situation and found that not 
only in per capita debt was Chicago 
lower than either Philadelphia and 
New York, but in the ratio of its net 
debt to ‘actual valuation it was very 
much lower. Chicago has 3 per cént 
of a net debt, New York 7.6 per cent, 
and Philadelphia 8 per cent. 


Then why all the adverse publicity? 
Let Rufus C. Dawes, well-known Chi- 
cago financier, answer: 


_ “Chicago is not a city that hides 
its light under a bushel. It does not 
even attempt to conceal its faults. 
Chicago openly admits its sinful state. 
This has become a settled policy and 
there is merit in it, for the convic- 
tion of sin is the first step toward 
repentance.”

“The question is, what are we to

curb upon this grafting business. At 
present we have 13 wards in the city, 
and each ward has two councilmen 
and one aldermian. The astounding 
fact is that the councilmen have to 
be nominated and voted upon only in 
and by their own wards, each ward 
selecting its own councilmen. These 
26 councilmen get together and put 
over any kind of scheme they like. 
Thev can involve every ward alike in 
this vote trading business. In my 
ward, for example, I am held respon- 
sible for any dirty graft deed that may 
be pulled off by the man im the ward 
next to me in collusion with his fellow 
councilmen. The aldermen are nomi- 
nated and elected by the city at large 
hence it is not from them that we 
have our greatest trouble. 


Fewer Officials Needed. 


“Now listen to me, when I say to 
you that we will, never even check 
this graft business until we at least 
‘reduce the number of councilmen to 
one-half; that is, one from each ward; 
and have them numinated and elected 
by the city at large. Then they are 
amenable. to the whole city and feel 
it. The school board should be en- 
tirely divorced from the city council, 
and elected in the same way that we 
should elect councilmen and aldermen. 
If we will take this step we will find 
that the day of such notorious ad- 
vertising as Atlanta is now getting is 
to a great extent passed. It an 
when the present form of city govern- 
ment went into effect, and it will last 
as long as it continues. 

“Atlanta has got to get rid of the 
ward politician as a law-maker and 
manager of her business affairs. The 
movement has now begun, and it 
should not stop. It may take severe 
means to put it across, but if noth- 
ing else will accomplish it, let the 
severe means come, and the q 
the better.

No Predictions. — 

Treasury officials have declined to 
predict the total of the March income 
tax payments but they hope that they 
will be large enough to prevent a defi- 
cit. If the collections are greater 
than last year, they will take it as an 
indication that the June payments also 
will be larger than those of last June 
and that the threat to a balanced bud- 
get will have been removed. 

The treasury has estimated that ex- 
penditures this year would total $4,- 
023,000,000 and that receipts would 
amount to $4,249,000,000. For the 
first eight months of the year up to 
March 4 expenditures amounted to 
$2,606,000,000, while receipts totaled 
only $2,388,000,000, leaving a present 
deficit of $217,000,000, which will be 
wiped out by the income tax receipts 
this month, 

Treasury officials also have another 
worry from the standpoint of revenue. 
Customs receipts have declined $16,- 
000,000 in the first eight months of 
the fiscal year as compared with the 
previous year and on March 4 totaled 
$400,652,000. Miscellaneous tax re- 
ceipts, however, have shown an in- 
ee of $19,000,000, totaling $422,-

DR. COOK LEAVES 
FEDERAL PRISON 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 9. 
(/)—Dr. Frederick A. Cook, physician 
explorer, was released on parole from 
the federal penitentiary here this aft- 
ernoon, 

This morning Dr. Cook was number 
23,118, night interne in the prison 
hospital. Tonight he was a free man 
of science and medicine with his im- 
mediate plans dedicated to a study of 


a cure for narcotic degeneration. His 
65 years weighed lightly on his shoul- 
ders and his will was set in support 
of his claims of discovery of the north 
pole in 1908, 

Prison has meant five years’ of 
study, of nights filled with calls for 
aid from suffering prisoners, but also 
a period of rest for the explorer. 

_ He came to Ltavenworth peniten- 
tiary from Fort Worth, Texas, where 
he was sentenced to a 14-year, nine- 
month term for using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with an oil pro- 
motion scheme. He had served nearly 
five years of this sentence. 

Ruddy Faced, Healthy. 

Today, admitting that he had decid- 
ed not to eat immediately the larce 
beef steak his mind had conjured, he 
said he was feeling fit but “not hun- 
gry.” He weighed approximately the 
same as when he was “dressed in” at 
the prison. His cheeks were ruddy. 
Streaks of grey in his heavy dark hair 
were not pronounced. 

Attired in a light blue suit, a soft 
white shirt and well worn shoes, Dr. 
Cook smiled at interviewers and said 
he was going to Chicago. 

There he expects to study and work 
toward creation of a new science 
which he called “cellular therapy.” 
His study would be aimed, he said, at 
a “better understanding of the anato- 
my, physiology and pathology of all 
the cells of the oe 

Such study, he believed, is neces- 
sary before physicians can cope with 
narcotic degeneration, 

“For five years,” he said, “I have 
lived in close contact with an average 
of one thousand of the worst narcotic 
addicts the world produces. They 
taught me more than I was able to 
teach them.” 

Will Live In Texas. 

Dr. Cook expects to be associated 
in Chicago with Dr. P. F. Thompson, 
a life long friend and fellow explorer. 
The ex-prisoner was paroled to Dr. 
Thompson, who will act as “first 
friend” and forward monthly reports 
of Dr. Cook’s activities to the prison 
warden. Later the paroled man ex- 
pects to go to Texas to live, perhaps 
first visiting in New York. 

Facing a battery of n per cam- 
eras and then being questioned con- 
cerning his prison activities, Dr. Cook 
exhibited little of the influence of the 
“jungle.” as he ref to the: prison. 
His actions were not those of a con- 
fused old man, bewildered by the de- 
velopments of the age. 

Despite his attitude, Dr. Cook said: 

“Coming from the jungle of penal- 
dom, we must for sometime feel like 
wild animals who have lost their way. 
But every jungle gives power and fit- 
ness to the life which it feeds.

: Dies of Pneumonia 


NEW YORK, March 9.—())— 
Prince Fitszavilhelm Holm, 48, Dan- 
ish explorer, journalist and diplomat, 
died today at the St. Regis hotel of 
pneumonia. 

He was born in Charlottenlund, 
Denmark, educated in private and gov- 
ernment schools and in his youth 
served in the royal Danish navy. 

The prince entered the journalistic 
field in the far east, serving in Eu- 
rope in 1901. He commanded the 
Holm-Nestorian expedition to Sian-Fu 
in 1907-1908, bringing out from the 
far interior of north -:st China, a 
two-ton replica of the famed Nestorian 
monument of A. D. 781, which was 
part of the China exhibit in the Metro- 
politan museum, 1908-1916, and is 
now in the Lateran in Rome. 

In 1916 and 1917 he was a member 
of a mission to the Vatican, later he 
was an American war correspondent 
in northern Europe. He was brevet- 
ed lieutenant-veneral in 1919. In 
1921 he was envoy extraordinary of 
San Marino at the inauguration of 
President Harding. He was honorary 
professor under the Mexican govern- 
ment in 1923, and later chamberlain 
to his royal highnes:, the count of 
Caserta. — 

In 1919 in New York he married 
Marguerite, lady of grace of the Con- 
stantinian orc:r, a daughter of W. L. 
Green, president of the American 
Banknote Company.’

Chief Jett was born in Fulton coun- 
ty, near Buckhead, January 11, 1866, 
and died at a local hospital Saturday 
night after an illness of several 
months.

He 
became a policeman when he was 24 
and served through the various offices 
of patrolman, captain. assistant chief 
and assistant chief in charge of detec- 
tives. After a reorganization in 1919 
he became second assistant chief..

Vast Improvements Made 
In Methods-on Dairy Farm 


The last 10 years has seen some 
wonderful improvements in the dairy 
business in and around Atlanta and 
especially is this so in the care and 
keep of the cows. 


The average gibi who came from 
the country and now lives in the city 
would be astonished if he or she were 
to visit the Brownlee-Lively dairy on 
the Briarcliff road. Here may be seen 
a dairy that is kept clean by men 
that take pride in doing*it.

The water that the cows drink is the 
same as that used by the families on 
the farm, coming from a deep well 
that is covered. - 

The milk is given close attention. 
It is strained and bottled for delivery 
as natural, pure milk. 

This dairy is equipped to make its 
own ite and ha& special large coolers 
to take care of the night milking and 
every bottle is properly handled. The 
senior member of the company, W. J. 
Brownlee, says neither time nor ex- 
pense is being spared to give’ the 
housewives the. best milk it can pro- 
duce after 16 years in the dairy busi- 
ness. The junior member is W. W. 
Lively. 3 
_ Brownlee and Lively are not trying 
to sell] milk in all parts of Atlanta 
but are making quick morning deliv- 
eries on the north side. 


Big Waste Metal Company 
Prepares for Spring Rush 


As this is the time for the annual 
spring clean-up, the setting aside of 
old metals and iron to be taken to 
the Knight-Luttrel’ Metal Company 
on Avon avenue might mean a con- 
siderable pick-up in cash. 


This big waste material company 
with its Columbus, Birmingham and 
Savannah yards, is one of the larg- 
est of its kind in this part of the 
country and is in the market for any 
kind of waste metals and old or brok- 
en iron. 

The Atlanta yard is large enough to 
accommodate 30 cars at one time and 
two large electric magnet cranes are 
kept busy loading the different kinds 
of metals into cars for shipments to 
different parts of the country and 
also to the port of Savannah where 
every now and then a boat load is sent 
to Germany or Japan.

One of the largest units of equip- 
ment on hand at this time is about a 
half mile of narrow gauge railroad 
track suitable for construction jobs, 
brick yards, lumber yards, stone quar- 
ries or any place where something 
heavy must be carried a few hundred 
or thousand feet, 

These small rails are securely fas- 
tened to their own metal cross-ties 
and the sections are quickly joined to- 
gether by fish plates which means 
that a truck driver or four men can 
transfer them from one place to an- 
other,

good at this time and that his com- 
pany will buy all it can get, paying 
cash for old batteries, radiators and 
other white metals, copper and brass 
at market prices.

retailer friends. 


“The first thing I want to say is, 
be a real honest-to-goodness merchant. 
you and your help giving 100 per cent 
to your business. Examine your Own 
business and see how it stacks up with 
the hbest-conducted establishments of 
your kind. 

“Is it being run in such a manner 
as to recommend it to the buying 
public in your territory? 

“Is its display, character of mer- 
chandise, price and service as good 
or better than your competitor, be he 
chain store or independent merchant? 

“If it is not, then organization, 
combinations or any other scheme will 
not make your business a_ success, 
for the public will not give you, no 
matter who you are or what you are, 
a handicap. They are looking for 
service from every angle, and) the firm 
that gives the best will get their 
support. 

“You can get into any kind of com- 
bination you like, pass any kind of 
resolution, but if you, as an individ- 
ual, unit in that combination or or- 
ganization do not conduct your busi- 
ness on an equal basis of ‘the best 
in that organization, you will be just 
where you are now or worse. 

“No sentimental appeal will make 


you a merchant or increase your vol- 
ume. of business. There is only one 
thing that will do it, and here it is: 


“Individually applied through mod- 
ern methods. And don’t let yourself 
be lead to believe, by propaganda so 
common today that the chain store, 
mail order house or anyother kind 
of store is getting your business be- 
cause they are fooling the public by 
| dealing in tricky practices, for that is 
not true. The heads of no reputable 
institution, either large or small, would 
stand for such practices. Of course, 
when the human element enters in 
error will creep in. The buying pub- 
lic is not and will not support such 
an }jnstitution. 

“If anybody is getting your busi- 
ness it is because he has applied mod- 
ern methods such as the psychology 
of display, the psychology of prices 
and modern buying, buying merchan- 
dise rather than terms, and you are 
not pursuing these methods. But if 
you do you will need no organization 
or sentimental appeal to make your 
business a success, and the buying 
public will support you because you 
are rendering a real service and not 
because they want to penalize some 
one else. 

“Your business will be on a firm 
foundation because it is based on 
modern ‘business principles. In con- 
clusion I want to say I am not de- 
fending any class of merchants, I am 
not speaking for any class. I am speak- 
ing to all merchants. If you want to 
be a success as a merchant, be opti- 
mistic, believe in your game and put 
the best you have behind it. Modern- 


ize your business and your success 
will be assured.”

These machines will be equipped with 
clamshell buckets for removing ore 
that is too large to pass through 
G-inch centrifugal pumps which they 
use for hydraulic mining. Pits or 
mines from where this ore will be 
removed are 140 feet in depth. 


The Hercules Powder Company, at 
Brunswick, Ga., which operates the 
largest plant in the world for re- 
claiming rosin, turpentine and naval 
stores from old pine stumps, was con- 
fronted with the problem of securing 
enough stumps to keep their large 
plant running.

Public Renewing Interest 
In Flood Control Question 


BY RICHARD WOODS EDMONDS. 


Public interest in the control of the 


Mississippi's floods, which burned so 
brightly during 1927-28, is flaring up 
now with renewed heat. This time, 
however, a new, larger and _ better- 
informed conception of the problem 
and the probable solution is appar- 
ent. At a recent convention in St. 
Louis the importance of reservoirs in 
flood control was discussed by numer- 
ous speakers as it has never been dis- 
cu fore in this country; and 
the same thing is to take place at a 
flood control meeting in Memphis in 


May. At the St. Louis meeting the 
hydraulic engineer for one of the great 
power companies of the country 
showed in elaborate detail how reser- 
voirs qn the tributaries, built and op- 
erated primarily for generation of 
power. can be co-ordinated with flood 
control on the Mississippi so as to re- 
duce flood crests to a volume levees 
ean handle in safety. General Lytle 
Brown, new chief of the engineer 
corps, has said that it will be neces- 
sary to use reservoirs on the tribu- 
taries, and that it will be done wher- 
ever ‘economically feasible. To all 
who have followed the subject closely, 
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this is a portentious statement. It 
foreshadows an enormous program of 
reservoir construction in, probably, a 
third of our 48 states, many of them 
in the south; a pnogram whose ex- 
pense must be borna in part by indi- 
vidual states in rettrn for benefits 
in local flood control, in part by 
power companies but in large meas- 
ure by the federal government. It is 
a program that means the oreation 
of immense new wealth through utili- 
zation of waters now running to 
waste, rather than the mere safe han- 
dling of unbridled floods in the lower 
valley. It involves also the formu- 
lation of a new national policy under 
which the federal government will co- 
operate with those states which will 
benefit from local flood control, and 
under which it will construct éams 
not immediately needed for power, 
with the expectation that as rapidly 
as markets develop, the private power 
companies will repay at least that 
portion of their cost that may reason- 
ably be charged to power generation. 
The federal government will have to 
retain the right to control operation 
of the reservoirs sufficiently to co-or- 
dinate them or a comprehensive 
scheme of flood control. 

The cost of the larger plan may run 
above $1,000,000,000 when state and 
private power contributions are count- 


ed, but it will be worth immeasurably 
more than the other. And the Jad- 
win plan, it has finally been shown, 
would cost the government between 
two and three times the $325,000,000 
originally estimated for it. Whereas 
the Jadwin plan, in order to preserve 
two-thirds of the river’s flood plain, 
proposed to sacrifice to recurrent dev- 
astation the other one-third, with all 
its rich farms, its towns and villages 
running to a population of 150,000, 
and its rich Monroe natural gas field, 
the larger plan hopes to protect more 
of the Mississippi valley, much of the 
area now subject to disastrous floods 
on the tributaries, and to generate 
electric» power where feasible, provide 
irrigation where desirable, ‘and im- 
prove navigation in several thousand 
miles of channels. 


The fight against the Jadwin plan 
has been long and bitter, and to those 
who have followed it closely, intense- 
ly dramatic. Great forces have been 
engaged in the struggle, but grappling 
for the most part silently and in dark- 
ness. The contest really started he- 
fore the Jadwin plan was published. 
Before and for a time after the flood 
of 1927 had subsided, talk of con- 
trol by reservoirs was common, but 
misguided enthusiasts made extrava- 
gant and unfounded claims for them. 
Engineers, both civilian and army, 
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were quick to scotch such claims, and 
the public swung to the other ex- 
treme and concluded that any depend- 
ence upon reservoirs was foolish, Then 
came the Jadwin plan. In a brief 
and superficial discussion of storage 
possibilities it concluded that while 
reservoirs could be made to rediice 
flood crests to harmless proportions, 
their cost was too great. For the 
time being that ended all public in- 
terest in them. 
Previous Statement. 


In the Manufacturers’ Record for 
August 4 four months before publica- 
tion of the Jadwin plan, I had pub- 
lished an article describing the part 
that reservoirs should play in a com- 
prehensive scheme of flood control. 
In it I said that “Levees we must 
have—the largest and strongest feasi- 
ble. Spillways we may have . + wee 
as a means to prevent flood damage 
on the tributaries, and to reduce flood 
crests on the Mississippi to a height 
that levees and other works can #@fry 
without danger, there is no substi- 
tute for reservoirs.” 

With the publication of the Jad- 
win plan, the Manufacturers’ Record 
began to attack it on the ground 
that it would be economicaly unsound 
to adopt a plan concentrated wholly 
in the lower valley before the pos- 
sibilities of protecting both lower val- 
ley and tributaries by a single plan 
had been thoroughly investigated. 
Landowners whose homes it would 
devastate organized to fight it. Ci- 
vilian engineers denounced it as “pre- 
pared in frantic haste, based on in- 
adequate data and of necessity un- 
sound.” The Engineering News-Rec- 
ord attacked it on the same grounds. 
President Hoover very properly never 
committed himself on it, but men who 
conferred with him on the subject}; 
came away with the conviction that 
he was strongly opposed to the plan. 
Finally, in March of last year, the 
American Engineering Council, offi- 
cial voice of the best engineering 
thought of the country, publicly con- 
demned it and urged President Hoo- 
ver to appoint a board of civilian 
engineers to review it. 

The president promptly asked the 
attorney general if he had authority 
to interfere with a plan that had been 
enacted into law, and was informed 
that he had not. Advocates of com- 
prehensive river development then be- 
gan to hope and trust that the presi- 
dent would find some other way to in- 
duce congress to alter it. 


Jadwin Retired. 


General Jadwin was retired last 
August, and General Lytle Brown ap- 
pointed to succeed him. It finally de- 
veloped that a review of the Jadwin 
plan was to be made, but that the 
corps which had framed it was to re- 
view it. Keen was the disappointment 
and bitter the criticism in certain 
quarters. Our engineering president)! 
to whom we had looked for masterly 
handling of this great engineering 
problem, appeared for a time to have 
bungled it as badly as his predecessor. 

But General Brown is rapidly dis- 
pelling all such doubts and_ disap- 
pointments. First, he announced that 
reservoirs must and will be used. Sec- 
ond, he repudiated General Jadwin’s 
policies on certain.other matters dear 
to the hearts of the American  en- 
gineering council and linked with 
flood control. Third, he has showed 
a fairness and a general attitude to- 
ward civilian engineers, and a compre- 
hension of public interests, that are 
all radically different from his pred- 
ecessor. And there are other things, 
coming by confidential channels’ to 
those who keep close to the subject, 
that give great hope but that can not 
yet be published. General Brown’s re- 
port on flood control should be pub- 
lished in about two months now—and 
the flood control committee of the 
house, which in 1928 adopted the Jad- 
win plan, and which in 1930 has an- 
nounced its determination to radically 
revise the plan, will be guided by that 
report. 

President Hoover’s method of han- 
dling the situation now becomes ap- 
parent. He searched long and dili- 
gently for General Jadwin’s successor. 
Evidently he had to have just the 
right man for that tremendous job, 
for to have taken flood control out of 
the Hmnds of the engineer corps would 
have discredited it completely, while 
to have left it in the wrong hands 
would have been disastrous to the 
country. To judge from indications to 
date, the president made a wise choice, 
one that may prove to be the wisest 
of all his appointments. I expect that 
Tennessee will have great cause for 
pride in this native son of hers. 


Your Income Tax

The cost of capital assets, such as 
building and machinery, less deprecia- 
tion and salvage, may be deducted 
from gross income if their use in busi- 
ness suddenly is terminated. 

Usually such assets must be sold or 
otherwise disposed of, in order to claim 
a loss. However, there is an exception. 
If, for example, property has been dis- 
carded by reason of some unforeseen 
cause. such as change in the manufac- 
ture of a product to which machinery 
is especially devoted, or where new 
legislation makes the continued profit- 
able use of the property impossible, the 
taxpayer need not have parted perma- 
nently with the property in order to 
claim a loss. But if use of property 
was hondensl because of depreciation 
or obsolescence, the yer must 
have parted permanently with it if a 
loss is clai 

Loss due to ‘the voluntary removal 
or demolition of old buildings, the 
scrapping of old machinery, equipment. 
etc., due to renewals or replacements, 
is deductible. But if a taxpayer buys 
as the site of a new building, al 

upon which an old building is locat- 

ed, demolition of the old building is 
not considered a loss and therefore 
is not dedyctible. The value of the 
real estate, exclusive of the old im- 
provements, is presumed to be equal to 
the purchase price of the land and 
building. plus the cost of removing the 
useless building.

a new attitude of mind on the part 
of the people of his nation—a desire 
that ‘Turkey be considered as a west- 
ern nation. § 

The ambassadser said the dress of | “= 
the Turkish women, with the veil 
“srowing thinner and thinner,” is 
exactly like that of other European 
women. 

“The harem, which meant ‘separate 
apartments’ for the women of the 
household, has not existed in most 
families for over 200 years,” he added. 
“Polygamy is also an _ institution 
and 
rarely found in the past century, ex- 
cept perhaps occasionally among the 
peasants, and this for economic rea- 
sons. 

“There is now before the grand na- 
tional assembly a bill to give the vote 
to women, and there is little doubt 
that it will soon be passed.”
